chiefly in regard to the construction 
building in section H on .which lie was 
the foreman of carpenters. 
He de- 


clared that though the building was not 
yet completed when he was discharged, 
as he believed, because he would not 
enter into a proposition for graft made 
by a timekeeper by the name of John- 
son the labor cost had reached approxi- 
mately $7.000 when it shoujd not have 
exceeded "$SOO. 
Asked by Mr. McCul- 


lough the raesoii for such immense 
labor cost, Stevenson said it was duet to 
mismanagement, poor delivery of ma- 
terial and the employment of inexper- 
ienced men.

SHIRKED IN WAR 


Bureau at Washington De- 


clares the Sinn Feiners 
Blocked 
England's 
At- 


tempt To Reduce Man- 
Power. 


"Washington. D. C., Oct. 30.—The fol- 


lowing- statement was issued tonight 
by Daniel T. O'Connell. director of the 
Irish National Bureau: 


AVheu British propaganda is so per- 


sistent and so subtle that it reaches to 
the hearts and minds of members of 
the United States congress, and so vic- 
timizes n distinguished Representative 
us to brins; from him the statement 
that Ireland had not done her share in 
ihe war against Germany.'-the Irish 
National bureau can no longer allow 
this false impression to go unconnected. 
The congressman from Texas who 
made that statement yesterday to an 
active worker in the cause of Irish 
freedom made-it in good faith. He had 
read it. or heard it. somewhere. 
He 


was anxious to have the Irish National 
bureau give him the truth of the matter 
"so that he might go home and hold 
his head high, 'for he had Irish blood 
in his veins." 
This, then is the truth: 
Ireland not only did ner full share 


in the war agafiisi Germany, but did a 
ore.>tei- share of the work than might 
justly, have 
been 
apportioned 
her.. 


France and Belgium were her tradition- 
al friends* and she sprang to their de- 
fense. 
When, in 1914. Asquith went to Dub- 


lin, on a recruiting tour, the stand from 
which he spok^ was decked with the 
ancient colors of the Irish nation, and 
the appeals,to the people, were printed 
in Gaelic. Asquith gave assurance that 
England's sword would not be sheath- 
e,d "until the rights of small nations 
were assured—and then, in the same

Yet. 
in spite of this perfidy on the 
part of the British governing- ring.

The full significance of this record of 
Ireland's service can best be under- 
stood if compared with the record of 
America.

This 
is a fraction under 4 percent ,of the 
total population of the country for I9lS. 
So far as the Irish National bureau 
can ascertain, the men under arms, at 
home ana abroad, at no time comprised 
5 pe rcent of our population. 
The statements regarding Ireland's 
war service are based upon official ut- 
terances of the British authorities. 
Lord TVimborne. Lord Lieutenant of 


Ireland, reported to Lord Kitchener on 
January 14. 1916. that there were 51.- 
046 Irishmen serving- as regulars and 
reservists in the British army in Au- 
gust, 1914. According to Sir Eric Ged- 
des. in the House of Commons, there 
were, up to 191S, 170.000 enlisted in 
Ireland. 
According to the statement of 
T. P. O'Connor, M. P., after a statisti 
cal survey, there were more than 35,000 


Irish boys temporarily employed away 
fro mliomo who enlisted in Kngllsh and 
Scotch regiments iu 19i4-.lUlsi. Accord- 
ing to \Vimburne"s report, there were 
8.540 Irishmen in the English navy. 
In 1918 there we,r.$ more than 7.000 ad- 
ditional enlistments .in Ireland, and a 
conservative estimate gives an addi- 
tion of 4.000 -navy-and navy reserve 
enlistments.

For it has from earliest times been the 
English governmental policy to so con- 
duct its Irish affairs as to wipe out 
the manhood (and the womanhood, as 
well) of that country.

In some 
states it is said Hint statute law stands 
in the way of individual cities putting 
into effect an official time different from 
that of the entire fornrtionwealth. There

Y. He received his.'cdllegiate education 
at Colgate, university, and his theolog- 
ical training at . Rochester 
seminary.

Those that can be moved should be 
placed where the water will not dam- 
age carpets or floors; those that can- 
not—such as iarpe ferns or palms— 
should have something .spread on the 
floor beneath them to catch the water 
as it 
drips. 
The water must be 


sprayed from above so that ali the 
leaves receive it; this carries off the 
dust and is the,only natural way for 
a plant to receive water.

Democracy or Classification. 


Editor the Advocate: 
This nation has just emerged from 


the greatest war in history. One of the 
objects ot this "war was to make the 
world safe for democracy. 
Scarcely 


hav e the rrtnts of, this great struggle 
been rea'ized when an 
organization 


known as the Ohio Taxpavers' league 
comes before the voters ot Ohio with a 
proposition to undo all that has been 
clone to make democracy sate In short, 
the people of Ohio are asked to classify 
themseUes for Jrhe purpose on taxation, 
for the man cannot well be separated 
from his investment. The great unrest 
in this nation today is due in large. 
measure, to this class distinction, and 
if this class distinction is c lined to its 
ultimate conclusion and n ide a part 
of the o'-granic law of our state, it will 
reduce this great independent state to a 
condition worse than that of much of 
Europe. 
Class distinction, not equity, 


was to a laige degree, responsible for 
this awiu' war 
Why classify men as bankers, mer- 


chants, farmers, laborers home-owners, 
or the man> other classe? lor the pur- 
pose of taxation? 


Why is one man's dollai more sacred 


than another'' 
When t1 • constitution 


of Oh:o says that all property shall be 
listed for taxation at its tiue value in 
monev. \.~nose fault is it that it is not 
so listed1' The latest ciicular from the 
Taxpayer's league claim- that the fif 
teen billion dollars not on the tax dupli- 
cate is twice the assessed value of all 
property now on the dnplicate. It is 
possible that two thirds of the w ealth of 
this state is escapins its just share of 
maintainirg the state's expense? Whose 
property is it that is.not listed? V.'hy 
noes this Taxpayers' League not secure 
the enactment of laws that will compel 
the listing of this property, instead of 
trying to secure a change in the con- 
stitution that will give them practically 
exemption from taxation? These "classi 
fication advocates point "With pride to 
Kentucky 
But even there calssifica 


tion is not a cure all. We spent sev- 
eral days in Kentucky recently and in- 
terviewed several men in regard to the 
working of the plan there. These men 
were farmers, business and laboring 
men. All of them said their taxes were 
higher this year tnan ever before, al- 
though they resided in the three coun- 
ties adjacent to Cincinnati, where a 
large amount of thi-* intangible prop- 
erty is supposed to lesicle. The clari- 
fication 
people are 
•> ery solicitous for 
| the welfare of the tarmer and home- 
owner. Here is a conceited case of a 
man in one of tho~e Kentucky towns 
opposite Cincinnati 
He was a union 


barber and owned his own home and 
shop on the same lot 
He had been the 


assessor in his ward or district for sev- 
eral years and voted for classification, 
thinking it would p'ace a. lot of intang- 
ible property on the duplicate, and lower 
the tax on his home Imagine his sur- 
prise when last year the first under the 
new law, he had $2uo added to the as- 
sessmen tof 82100 on his home. This 
year S300 more v. a^ added, an increase 
of 23.8 per cent in two years. Why? 
Because the intangible property failed 
to list itself, even at the low rate, in 
an amount necessaiy to produce the 
needed revenue, and it had to come 
from real estate. Which do the voters 
of Ohio want, classification or equality?

Declaring it necessary to improve 


Railroad Street from South Fourth 
Street to South Fifth Street'by curbing 
and paving the roadway' thereof. 
Be it resolved by the Council of the 


City of Newark, State of Ohio; three 
fourths of all the members elected there- 
to concurring-: 
Section 1. That it is necessary to im- 


prove Railroad ., Street 
from 
South 
Fourth Street to South Fifth Street by 
curbing and paving the roadway thereof 
in accordance with the plans, specifi- 
cations, estimates and profiles of the 
proposed improvement prepared by the 
Civil Engineer, now on file in the office 
of the Director of Public Service, which 
are hereby approved, which shall be 
open to the inspection of all persons in- 
terested. 
Section 2. The material used in the 
construction of said improvement shall 
be asphalt, brick, stone, cement or other 
material as shall hereafter be deter- 
mined. 
Section 3. That the grade of said 
street shall be as follows- The grade of 
the curb and the North line of the 
street shall be as herein described, com- 
mencing at the west line of South 
Fourth Street at an elevation of 90 
feet above the established datum of the 
city of Newark, Ohio, thence by a 
straight grade to the east line of South 
Fifth Street at an eleUaion of 92 feet 
above the established datum as shown 
on the plans and profiles now on file 
in the office of the Director of Public 
Service 
Section 4. That the whole cost of 


said improvement, less one-fiftieth there- 
of and the cost of intersections shall be 
assessed by the foot ftontage upon the 
following described lots and lands, to- 
\vit: All lots and lands bounding and 
abutting upon the proposed improve- 
ment 
which 
said 
lots 
and 
lands 
are hereby 
determined to be spec- 


ially benefitted by said improvement 
and the 
cost of said improvement 


shall include the expense of printing 
and publishing notices, resolutions and 
ordinances required, and the serving of 
said notices, the cost of construction, to 
gether with the interest on bonds issued 
in anticipation of the collection of de- 
ferred assessments and all other neces 
sary expense. 


Section 5. That the assessments so 


to be levied shall be paid in twenty (20) 
semi-annual installments with the inter- 
est on the deferred, payments at not to 
exceed 6 per cent per annum, providec 
that the owner of any property assessed 
may at his ontion pav such assessment; 
in cash within thirty days from and 
after the passing of the assessing ordi- 
nance to the City Treasurer) in which 
case said cash assessments shall not 
include any item of interest upon bonds 
to be issued m anticipation of the de 
ferred installments,'of assessments. 


Section 6. That 'the. bonds of the City 


of Newark, Ohio, shall be issued in an 
ticipation of the collection of assess 
ments by installments and in the 
amount equal thereto. 


Section 7. That the remainder of the 
entire cost of said improvement not 
specially assessed, including cost of in- 
tersections and the damage's awarded 
any owner of adjoining lands and inter- 
ests therein and the cost and expense 
of any such award shall be paid by the 
issuance of bonds in the manner pro- 
vided by law.
